One writer in a Western magazine discussing the rise of dictatorships in - - - - 

Europe, says: “Those who are out-and-out democrats, and who believe in par¬ 
liamentary government, will regret this relapse, 1 but it Is evident tfittflt IS 
only under certain conditions that democracy is the wisest and safest form 
of rule. When people are controlled by passion or prejudice, or when they 
are ignorant or stupid followers of custom, they are unfit for self-govern¬ 
ment. When they are thoughtful and intelligent and have a high regard for j 
justice and equity, they may be trusted to manage their own affairs.” He 
concludes: 

“The moral of all this for Canada is very obvious. She is worthy of par¬ 
liamentary rule so long as wisely-chosen parliaments intelligently exercise 
their powers, but when these a.re indolent or the cat’s-paw of controlling In¬ 
terests, then there is bound to be agtiation for reform.” 

In other words, the question is: Are the people themselves measuring up 
to their individual and collective responsibilities? The conclusion seems to 
be that it is not the democratic system of representative government that is 
at fault, but the use which the people themselves are making of that system 
in governing themselves. . 

At election times when as a people we are choosing our representatives 
in Parliament, and through them placing a Government in power over us, 
are we acting intelligently, or are we swayed by passion or prejudice, or 
blindly following a charted course without thinking for ourselves or giving 
heed to what we are doing? 

It is never safe in life to make great decisions when we are not in 
normal state of mind. It is as unwise to make such decisions when we are c u 
the mountain-tops of prosperity and laboring under an undue optimism; it is 
equally dangerous and unwise to make them when in the deep valleys of de¬ 
pression and controlled by a warped pessimism. The marking of our ballots 
should be directed, not by our emotions, but through the application of 
thinking powers. 

Dictatorships mean the loss of liberties now enjoyed, but if as a people 
we do not show our appreciation of those liberties by using them properly 
then we are not deserving of them. Dictatorships are dangerous. If the na¬ 
tions of the world resort to dictatorships there is bound, sooner or later to 
be a clash between this dictator and that dictator. Dictators must have their 
way, or they cease to be dictators, and when the desires of two or more of 
them come into conflict the people under their authority and control will 
suffer.

Map Depicts AH Canada 


Moving Canvas Being Painted By 
Montreal Scenic Artist 
A moving panorama map of the 
Dominion of Canada, the largest of 
its kind in existence, is being painted 
by Gordon Hammon, well-known 
Montreal scenic artist, who created 
the gigantic map used in Canada’s ex¬ 
hibit at the Century of Progress Fair 
at Chicago. The huge canvas is 100 
feet long and ten feet high and will 
move on a belt behind a stage equip¬ 
ped with an opening ten feet high by 
twenty feet wide. It will be exmbited 
throughout Canada and England 
Starting from the Atlantic Ocean, 
the scene takes in the whole cf Can¬ 
ada to Victoria and the Pacific, em¬ 
ploying various colors for cities, 
towns, lakes and rivers. Government 
parks stand out distinctly, as do 
mining areas, and the relative posi¬ 
tion of one place to another cai 
easily picked out. Even Canada’s 
sports facilities have been included in 
this important undertaking. 


May Visit South Africa 

Several Canadian Farmers Likely To 
Join English Party 
Exchange of visits by empire farm¬ 
ers, arranged each year since 1926 
under the auspices of the British Na¬ 
tional Union, has continued to yield 
considerable practical benefits to those 
taking part and big preparations are 
in hand for the tenth tour, 
which Is to take place in January 
next. 

On this occasion the party is to 
leave England for the Union of South 
Africa and Southern Rhodesia, and it 
is stated that among them will be 
several representatives from Canada.

The region Just north of Puerto 
Rico is interesting for one reason, 
among others: it is the deepest known 
part of the Atlantic. Depths in excess 
of five miles have been found (the 
greatest one, the Blake Deep, being 
28 300 feet), and yet greater ones 
near by may be discovered. Modern 
electric sounding equipment by means 
of which waves of sound are flashed 
into the deep to be echoed back from 
the bottom and automatically record¬ 
ed was lent by the navy to check old 
records or establish new ones. 

A single boom, such as might have 
been seen op a freighter, mounted on 
the quarterdeck was outwardly the 
only indication that the “Carol ne” 
might be on some special mission. But 
inside there was not only mechanical 
sounding equipment, but instruments 
for measuring water temperature at 
different levels; for detecting trends 
of currents and analyzing the water 
itself. 

Steel cables became fishing lines 
miles long. There were traps and nets 
and bait of colored electric lights to 
lure the luminous denizens of the deep 
—fish with head and tail lights. Much 
as bait is snatched from the hook by 
a bass, huge nets, twenty-five feet 
across, or traps of heavy pipe and 
wire-net construction, were torn from 
the steel fishing lines a thousand feet 
or more below the surface of the At¬ 
lantic. 

One of the most important results 
of the winter’s cruise was the success¬ 
ful testing of new methods of under¬ 
sea photography.

Ireland Plant New Industry 


Idea Of Free State Government 
Would Help Fanners 

A new industry which will give a 
great stimulus to potato farming is 
to be launched by the Irish Froa 
State Government 

It proposes to create a £5,000,000 
State development fund to finance 
the beet sugar manufacture at Thur- 
les, Tuam and Mallow, and also to 
start the manufacture on a commer¬ 
cial scale of alcohol from potatoes. 

It is claimed that alcohol for in¬ 
dustrial purposes, or even for con¬ 
version into a potent spirit like 
brandy, can be obtained from pota¬ 
toes at the cost of 6 pence a gallon. 

It is also hoped to obtain from the 
potatoes which bulk so largely In

UNITED CHURCH NOTES 

St. Paul’s United church was filled 
to capacity Sunday morning Nov. 19, 
when Mr. Wm. Irvine, M.P., gave a 
very thoughtful and masterly address ' 
on “The Social Implications of Chris¬ 
tianity." In a clear, authoritative ad¬ 
dress, closely followed by the congre- ' 
gation, Mr. Irvine, taking as his text 
the words of Jesus, “I am come that 
they might have life and that they 
might have it more abundantly,” de¬ 
monstrated the practicability of relig¬ 
ion in its application to our complex 
life. 

He said in part that a man might 
keep the Decalogue but still be guilty 
of being a sinner. There are other 
sins than those forbidden in the Deca¬ 
logue. Religion is a positive thing 
and must penetrate to every phase of 
human living resulting in changed 
conditions for the -betterment and ele¬ 
vation of humanity. The test of a 
real religion is to be found in what 
it does, rather than what it says. 

The real task of religion is to make 
us human beings, to produce harmony 
in a physical, mental, social and spirit¬ 
ual sense. Harmony among communi¬ 
ties, local, Provincial, Dominion and 
international. It is in our politics, our 
business and all our relationships’that 
we tell, how religious we are. The 
task of the church is to make civiliza¬ 
tion Christian. Apply these standards 
to our own nation—Canada. Can we 
say that Canada is Christian? We 
need to be careful lest it be said of 
the Christian church as it was said in 
Revelation, “You are neither hot nor 
cold, so then because you are luke¬ 
warm, and neither cold nor hot I 
will spi^e thee out of my mouth.” ’
